These relics have been fully described and discussed by 
their owner in a paper read to the Society of Anti- 
quaries of Scotland, 1896, a copy of which accompanies 


the lot. In it the descent of the relics is traced to John ™ 


Graham, of Woodhall, Yorks., who died in 1773; the 
sword no doubt has never been out of the Graham family, 
but the arm was in the museum of the famous Leeds 
antiquary, Raiph Thoresby, and is described by him in 


Ducatus Leodiensis, 1712, p. 431. Its fate between 1650 


and 1712 is obscure; Montrose’s limbs were fixed to the 


gates of four Scotch towns, and it is probable that this 
hand which wrote the famous epitaph on Charles I, was 
taken down by a sympathiser and piously preserved. 


Other relics of the great Marquis, the stockings and cap 


which he wore at his execution, were sold at Wellington 


Street, November 11, 1912.
